DENTON ENTHUSED 
OVER OIL SHOWING 


A sample of crude oil, bail«*d from 
the abandoned Keystone well west of 
Justin and just over th*' Wise county 
Hue, was shown to r* Friday by Dr. 
E. (V Hayes, who was pres* at Thurs­ 
day wh* i! tile well* was bail' d in the 
presence •>! a number of spectators. 
The vt ll wa.- abandoned two months 
ago, Hayes said, after an attempt to 
shoot it resulted only in bridging the 
bore. Owners of th** holding released 
it to another man, who was to remove 
th** casing. 
He bebed the well, Hayes 
said, and reported that about one 
hundred feet of oil* was standing on 
top of the salt water. 
About a barr* I ; 
of the oil was brought to the surface. 
The sample shown in Denton, Mr. 
Hayes said, tested about forty-five 
degrees and was highly inflammable, 
( as a test showed. 
How* much oil 
there is can not be estimated, but it 
is believed that the stuff found seeped 
thru the bridge or thru the broken 
casing. 
The oil sands w* re found' at 3,260 
feet, but the drill went to a final 
depth of 4,000 feet before abandon 
ing. 
Then if was plugged back to 
the 3,260 foot lev*J and “shot,” with 
results as stated.

her country’s defenders; 
one who had so heroically followed the 
fortunes .of the flag that has never known defeat, the proud banner 
of a free ;*eoplc.

Elizabeth Miles, eighteen years old, 
is suffering from snoek, sustained 
when an attempt was made by an 
intruder in her room to carry her 
from her bed shortly before the fire 
broke out. 
The charred bones of 
Johnny' Jones, who had woked on the 
Miles farm for so m e time, were taken 
from the ashes and ruins on Monday 
morning and carried to the family 
burying ground near Alvord. 
A Messenger reporter visited the 
scene Monday afternoon and talked 
with Elizabeth Miles, her sister, Fan­ 
ny May, and the father, W. H. Miles. 
As the reporter left the car and 
approached the heap of ruins mid
